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Countrym. FT Ere’s a Letter, Mafter, from a Gen- 

tleman, complaining that you have 
taken no Notice of one that he fent you fome- 
time ago, about an Union betwixt the Church 
and Diflenters. 

Obf: I have avery great Value for the Judg- 
ment and Honetty which the Gentleman difco- 
vers in that Letter, aud ama Hearty Friend to 
the Delign, Keger ; but the Gentleman has too 
much Penetration not to perceive that the Times 
‘will not bear it; therefore I hope he will pardon 
my long Silence on that Subject, and my not fay- 
ing much on it now. He may be very well {a 
tistied, that no fuch Union can ever be obtain’d 
from the High-Church, who, by the Mouth of 
their Idol Sacheverell, have declar’d themfelves 
to be for extirminating Diffenters out of this 
World, and for damning them in the next. The 
Gentleinan juttly calls the Holy Scripture the 
Magna Charta of our Religions and that’s the on- 
ly Foundation upon which Chriftians can ever 
truly unite ; but what Hopes can we have of this 
when Human Compofures are preferr’d to it, or 
fet upon a level with it >? We have had a Book ad- 
vertis’d frequently in our Publick Prints, Enti- 
tuled, Ihe Common-prayer-book the Beft Companion 
tv the Altar, which, if it be not Blafphemy, 1s 
certainly a very ill-guarded Propolition ; for 
no Genuine Chriltian will prefer or equal any 
Book to the Holy Scriptures asa Rule of Faith, 
Practice, or Devotion. 

Obf. I am perkétly of your Mind, Mr. Obfer- 
vator, and therefore was furpriz’d to fee a Quo- 
tation from Dr. Swadlin’s Sermon,@™c. p. 12,9. in 
that call’d, A New Catechifm, with Dr. Hicks’s 39 
Articles, which fays, * That there’s nota Tittle of 
* the Liturgy of the Church of England but what 
© was dictated by the Holy Ghoft; and he thould 
© think himfelf accurs’d if he were not able to 
* maintain it; that they are Bleffled who die in 
* maintaining the Service- Book, which can, with- 
* out ContradiGion, Father the very Ceremo- 
© nies of i¢ on the Holy Ghott. This I take to 
be fuch a Blafphemous Rant, Matter, as none 
but a Papitt in Mafquerade can be guilty of ; for 
tis direétly co make our Church infallible, which 
fhe has {o folemnly renounc’d in her Articles, and 
in her Preface to the Common-prayer-book fhe 
exprefly condemns the Doétor’s Propotition, 
where {he owns, § That the Particular Forms of 
* Divine Worthip, and the Rites and Ceremonies 
* appointed to_be ufed therein, are in their own 
© Nature indifferent and alterable ; and that it is 
* but reafonable, that upon Weighty and Impor- 
* tant Conliderations, according to the Various 
* Exigencies ot Times and Occalions, fuch Chan- 
* pes and Alterations fhould be made therein, as 
* to thole that are in Place of Authority thould 
* from Time to Time feem either neceffary or 
* expedient. Now, Matter, this being the 
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Senfe of the Church of England, as to her own 
Liturgy, the Dottor, by Neceffary Confequence, 
declares her to be accurs’d; for fhe neither will 
norcan maintain, that every Tittle of her Liturgy 
and Ceremonies is dictated by the Holy Ghuit, or 
father’d upon it: Are not thofe of his and Sa- 

cheverell’s Stamp very Fine Churchmen then ? 
Obf. They are fo far from being good Church- 
mep, Koger, thac they are the greatett Enemies 
the Church ever had, and { make no doubt but 
the Event will prove it. But to the Gentleman’s 
Letter again, Koger: That Quotation from the 
Preface to the Common-prayer-book points out 
the Method of uniting Protettants, which is for 
thofe who are in Authority to take Care, that fuch 
Things as are indiffereut and altcrable thould not 
be impos’d as Terms of Communion, but left 
to every one’s Liberty to ufe or not ufe, as they 
think ht. This is {uch an Argument trom the 
Church’s own Mouth for the Toleratton, as all 
the High-Churchmen in England cannot an{wer, 
and fuch a Jultification of our Moderate Church- 
men, who are againit branding and perfecuting 
Diffenters as Schifmaticks, as will admit of no 
Reply without flying in the Face of the Church, 
and trampling upon her Authority: ’Tis alfo 
{uch a Defence of Occational Contormifts from 
the Church’s own Words, as the Sachevirellites are 
not able to ftand againft ; for certainly it can be 
no Crime in any Man, who believes the Church 
in this Matter, that her Forms of Worthip, Rites, 
and Ceremonies, are indifferent and alterable, 
to frequent fuch Places of Worlhip where they 
are not us’d as wellas where they are. Upon the 
Whole, I fee no other Union of Protetiants in 
this Hand practicable at prefent, Roger, but 
that all, who are truly fo, thould ftedtaftly ad- 
here to the Doctrine of the Church of England, 
which is the fame with that of all other Refor- 
med Churches, and in other Points, wherein 
they differ, to exercife Mutual Love and Cha- 
rity. The Gentleman knows, no doubt, that 
the High-Church damns all Thoughts of an 
Union or Comprehention without a full Confor- 
mity : Sacheverell rail'd ina Brutith Manner upon 
the Jate King William, of Glorious Memory, for 
fome Endeavours of that Nature, {ec on Foot in 
his Reign; nor did the late Lleffed Queen Mary 
efcape his Venemous Tongue upon the fame Ac- 
count ; nay,even Archbilhop Sandcroft’s Memory, 
and fome other Bifhops {till alive, who are more 
his Friends perhaps than they ought to be, 
were not exempted from the Lafhes of his Bil- 
lingfgate Satyr, for fetting that Defign on Foot 
in the Clofe of King James Il’s Reign, when they 
promis’d to come to a Temper towards Diffen- 
ters, by which a Learned and Worthy Bithop 
faid at the Incendiary’s Tryal, That to his own 
Certain Knowledge the Bifhops meant a Com- 
prehention, which they detigu’d to have broughr 
inte

der’d the feveral Heads of it to be soiehe ne

Countrym, By all this it appears, Matter, tha 
the Virulent Fa¢tion, who damn Moderation !n 
their Addreffes, Sermons, and Pamphlets, anf 
the miolt Fanatical, Malicious, Schifmatical, * 
Rebellious, Diffenters in the Ifland; for the 
other Diffenters only .make ute of that Liberty 
which the Law has allow’d them in feparate 
Meetings, without grafping at the Church's Re- 
yenues, or dilturbing her Communion ; whereas 
thofe High-Church Diffenters are for {wallowing 
all her Benefices, and for having all the Polts ot 
the State and Army in the Hands of the Laity of 
their own Stamp, fhed their Poifon in her very 
Bowels, ditturb her Communion, fet up Altar 
againft Altar in the very fame Church, where 
there are Sermons and Prayers of a Contrary Ten- 
dency, which raife Violent Heart-burnings and

Obf. You may add, Koger, that thofe High- 
Church Diffenters fly in the Faces of their own 
Bifhops, contrary to their Oaths of Canonical 
Obedience; nor are we to wonder at that, fince 
they fly in the Face of Her Majelty, who is the 
Legal Head of the Church, contemn Her Speeches 
and Proclamations, have actually rofe in Rebellt 
on againft Her Authority, and pull’d down the 
Diffenters Places of Worfhip that were under the 
Protection of the Law, though Her Majelty 
promis’d their Toleration fhould be inviolable, 
difturb’'d the Two Houfes of Parliament in the 
Courfe of Juftice, and addrefs every Day for 
Non-refiftance, and Obedience without Referve 
to the Prince, contrary to the Laws which fecure 
the Proteftant Succeflion, and allow us not only 
to refift, but to dethrone any King or Queen that
